Retail Prices of Food Higher 
Than They Have Been in 
Twenty-Three Years. 


Washington, November 20.—Retail 
prices of food were higher August 15 
than they had been at any other time 
during the last twenty-three years, 
according to figures of the bureau of 
issued today. Retail 
prices of the principal articles of food 
in forty important industrial cities 
compiled by experts show that during 
the year twelve of the fifteen articles 
advanced in price while only three de- 
clined. 

Comparison of retail prices on Au- 
gust 15, 1913, with prices on the same 
date in 1912 shows potatoes advanced

Foreign interests generally will oe 
protected by the United States, and at 
Tuxpam, in particular, espectal effort 
will be made to protect British inter- 
ests pending the arrival of the British 
crulsers. The sending of the English 
ships Is in line with previous notifica- 
tion to the United States, and is re- 
garded as a normal. move taken in 
emergencies such as exist at Tuxpam. 

To Have Sobering Effect.

Mexico City, Movember 20.—His face 
showing none of that whimsical humer 
which sometimes characterizes him, 
President Huerta this evening~ ap- 
peared before the new Mexican eon-_ 
gress and read his message.

Success of Last Summer’s Ex- 
perimental Camps Induces 
Department to Extend Plan. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, November 20.—(Spec: 
lal)—Military training for the young 
men of America fs becoming a more 
and more extensive policy of the war 
department headquarters at Washing- 
ton. Following upon the splendid su: 
ess of the two experienced military 
Camps conducted last summer, the an- 
nouncement has now been made that 
the government will maintain at least 
four such camps during the summer 
of 1914, and that the {dea of military 
Instruction for the college students 
will be developed even farther within 
the next few years. 

The first announcement of the new 
camps for 1914 reached Atlanta a day 
or two ago ina bulletin from the war 
department. One will be In the lake 
region of the northeast, one will be in 
the south, one will be in the northern 
part of ‘the middle states and t! 
other in the Pacific coast. The camps 
wil? be held for five weeks during July 
and the eary part of August, and all 
the expense ot maiutaining the camps 
will be borne by the United States 
government. this will give a rare 
opportunity to the college seudents and 
other young man of the country to 
obtain a vacation of the sanest and 
moat profitable type. 


Fitting Men for Duty. 


As set forth by the was department 
bulletin, the object of the camp is to 
give to the young men of the country 
who are desirous of accepting it the 
opportunity for a short course in mill- 
tary training, in order that they may 
be better fitted to discharge their mil- 
{tary duty to their country should It 
ever stand in need of their service. 

In addition to the purely military 
training imparted at these camps, @ 
great deal of information will be gain- 
ed of such subjects as camp exped!- 
ents, personal hygiene, first-aid to the 
injured, camp sanitation and cooking, 
hasty map making and field bridge 
building, Living the healthy active 
outdoor lite of camp results in great 
physical benefité to the young men 
who participate; thus, the broadening 
Influence of being the picked college 
men from institutfons all over, acquir- 
Ing habits of discipline with Its re- 
| sultant promptness and increase of ef- 
fliency, as well ag the general instruc- 
|tion gained will be a splendid influence 
\for the young men. 

At Geeysburg Last Year. 

Last summer the war department 
maintained two camps of this nature— 
one at Monterey, Cal. and the other 
at Gettysburg, Pa. The later attract- 
Jed much attention over the country, 
‘the young men camping for five weeks 
on the very scene of the historic 
tle and of the reunion of the “blue and 
gray” fifty years after 

‘The camps will be very much larger 
next year, and will probably be much 
more generally attended. The idea has 
met with a warm response from every 
side and 1s receiving wide co-opera- 
tion. 

General Leonard Wood, chief of statt, 
U.S. A, Is actively at work In the in- 
terest of the camps, and is now seek- 
ing suftable eites for locating the 
camps next summer. It 1s probable 
fhat a new camp will be located in the 
mountain region of Virginia or a little 
farther to the south, but the definite 
Jlocation will be decided within the 
next month or two and announced by 
the war department.

THE FRISCO MORAL. 

The origin of the present-day financial 
difficulties of the American railroads is suc- 
cinctly reveled by the interstate commerce 
commission probe of the receivership of the 
Frisco system. The commission is now sit- 
ting in St. Louis. Recent dispatehes bring 
interesting revelations of the manner in 
which men high in the counsels of the com- 
Dany deliberately milked the road; maneu- 
vered it as a pawn in the game of profit, 
rather than operated it as a purveyor of 


| regulation, 


+| dling. 


abused and distorted its natural functions, 

Practices of this sort are the exception in 
the railroad world of today, for promoters 
and managers of railroads have learned their 
lesson at bitter cost, much of which is being 
paid now. But it cannot be too emphatically 
driven home that such legal piracy as was 
exhibited with the Frisco, and which was the 
controlling policy in the railroad philosophy 
of yesterday, must be discarded and out- 
lawed once and for all. 

Today nearly all railroads, however able 
their management, are facing extreme diffi- 
culty in so stabilizing or increasing their in- 
comes as to make their securities and bonds 
reasonably marketable. It is the specter of 
just such financial high jinks as exhibited in 
the Frisco scandal that explains their pre- 
dicament. Prospective investors are still 
lingeringly suspicious that their money may 
be diverted to speculative schemes instead 
of being spent on betterments. State and 
federal regulating bodies are naturally wary 
of granting authority for increase in_rates 
until assurance is given by law that the per- 
formances of the past will not be repeated. 

The situation thus created has now be- 
come intolerable. The railroads must mar- 
ket their securities and modernize their 
equipment, or subject the business of the 
country to threat of paralysis. They need, 
urgently, a billion dollars for the task of re 
habilitation, That sum, distributed through- 
out the channels of trade, will create univer- 
sal prospérity. Increases in rates, of a rea- 
sonable degree, would not be objected to if 
the public knew that the proceeds would be 
legitimately applied. But the moral of the 
Frisco and the New Haven and allied ex- 
amples stand out as warning.

The chief weakness to Mr. Taft's criti- 
cism {is that he does not attach sufficient 
importance to Mr. Wilson's qualification of 
the promise of independenc« aiso to the 
necessity of giving the Filip chance to 
try their wings under due supervision. 
Speaking for the president, Governor Gen- 
eral Burton Harrison stressed particularly 
that the Filipinos must view actual inde- 
pendence as scheduled at some day in the 
indefinite future, the date to be realized by 
the capacity for self.government they them- 
selves demonstrated 

Another consideration is that Mr. Taft is 
temperamentally opposed to anything re- 
sembling experiment. His political course is 
a constant vindication of that principle. 
Personally lovable and personally consecrat- 
ed, lie is inherently jealous of things that 
are established and chary of promoting 
change. These reasons probably explain his 
disapproval of progress in placing the Fili- 
pinos just a little more on probation. We 
never know if a people are capable of self- 
government until they are given a trial. 
this the trial is occurring with 
abundant checks and restraints. And the 
multiplying domestic problems of the United 
States render it highly desirable that we 
minimize the Philippine strain and menace 
at as early a date as is reconcilable with 
justice to the islands and ourselves.

THE CENTRALIZATION BOGIE, 


Undue importance is attached to the ac- 
tion of the National Conservation Congress, 
in session at Washington, with regard to fed- 
eral vontrol of water power. A few of the 
more extreme advocates of state rights ap- 
pear to view the congress’ indorsement of 
federal control as just one more step toward 
domination of the country's institutions 
from Washington. The tssue is still too 
much in the formative stage to justify that 
fear. And after all the attitude of the con- 
servation congress {s only that of an un- 
official body, and as such cannot be expected 
to control the policy of the administration. 

It is, of course, understood that the presi- 
dent is yet to outline his program with re- 
gard to conservation, as well as toward trust 
both subjects in a way allied, 
since each touch questions of broad national 
industrial development. But it is a safe 
assertion that whatever he recommends and 
whenever he recommends it, he will not 
Wantonly trample upon the rights nor invade 
the powers of the states. His record is all 
against that, and there are enough men in 
congress to hold him in check were he 

minded. 

A few of the extremists have been in- 
clined to make a bogie out of the tendency 
toward centralization in government. They 
overlook the fact that the drift has been 
steadily in that direction ever since the ar- 
bitrament of the eivil war, when the nation 
and not the state was established as the su- 
preme power. The states, in many in- 
stances, are too apt to insist upon their own 
jurisdiction when it suits their real or fan- 
cied interests, then fly to Washington for aid 
when the problem gets beyond their han- 
The regulation of the railroads is an 
instance. Pure food, another. And, embody- 
ing the same principle, the recent cavortings 
of California. And it is also to be consid- 
ered that some private interests hide behind 


transportation; and in many Tespects 


the stalkiig “otse of ‘statés’ rights, pre- 


ferring the loose rein of one commonwealth 
to the accountable discipline of the natfon. 
Many subsidiary issves of jurisdiction 
are yet to be fought out between the state 
and the nation. In the long run there is 
going to be what may be called a construct- 
ive division of power. The state will under- 
write those functions it is able to discharge, 
and the others will be taken over by the na- 
tion. Efficiency will be the test. Roosevelt 
spoke as an Ameri¢an ang not a’ partisan 
when he declared the states should be 


warned that if they will not or cannot exert 
the powers now resting in them, the federal 
government will be compelled to take them 
over for the benefit of the whole people. 


A CALL ON ATLANTA HOMES. 

One thousand young Georgia boys affili- 
ated with the corn club movement in this 
state must be housed in Atlanta during the 
duration of the approaching corn show. To 
solve the problem, the chamber of ‘com- 
merce is making requisition upon the homes 
of Atlanta. The eartier the housewives of 
Atlanta phone the headquarters of the cham- 
ber and offer to entertain one, two or more 
boys the more quickly will arrangements be 
systematized and expedited. 

It is doubtful if any movement with a 
more practical appeal ever was launched in 
Georgia. We are fond of protesting against 
the high cost of living and of stressing the 
desirability of keeping the boys on the 
farm. The boys’ corn club movement is a 
shot at the center of both of these problems. 
It is also, and this is vitally important, dis- 
tinct progress toward the encouragement of 
Georgia products, a subject to the forefront 
now in the minds of every thoughtful man 
and woman in Georgia. 

These young Georgians are being taught 
in their receptive years how to get the most 
out of the soil, how to make farming a fasci- 
nating business and rob it of drudgery: 
how, in a word, to become producers. The 
graduate from a boys’ corn club is to be a 
future maker of wealth, his worth as an 
asset to the state enhanced many times. 
The practicability of the propaganda is al- 
ready proved. It has increased corn produc: 
tion to the acre in Georgia, and it is one of 
the factors responsible for this year’s bum- 
per corn crop in the state. An important 
feature is that corn culture is the keystone 
of the doctrine of diversification, and diver- 
sification means keeping within the state 
millions of dollars now leaving it needlessly 
for the necessities of life. 

All these fundamental facts will weigh 
with the housewives of Atlanta, in their at- 
titude toward the corn show and the young 
men who are to exhibit at it. No higher in- 
dustrial development is possible for Georgia 
unless the women actively co-operate. It 
will be found a pleasure to entertain these 
boys in the homes of Atlanta. They are 
bright, ambitious, well bred and apprecia- 
tive. And in extending thet hospitality the 
women of Atlanta will know they are for- 
warding a great constructive movement in 
Georgia.

ATLANTA KEEPING THE 


PEACE. — NO. 3.

Adanta is a good town. It is a better 
city than New York. Atlanta is not just 
® good place to work Im: it is also a good 

place to live in. Atlan- 
ta has not its equal in 
America for its healthy, 
civic moral tone. And 
yet judging Atlanta by 
its percentage of mur- 
ders, of arrests, it ap- 
pears to the world as 
reeking with corruption. 
Police Commissioner 
Waldo estimates the 
population of New York 
at 5,250,000. Chief Beav- 
ers, quoting from the 
city directory figure 
gives Atlanta a popula- 
tion of 159,475. Waldo 
credits his’ department 
with 126,007 arrests, not 
counting juveniles; 
Beavers credits his force with 17,139 Look- 
ing at these figures in the light of propor- 
tious, this means that in New York there 
{s one arrest to forty-two inhabitants, while 
in Atlanta there is more than one to ten. 
New York and Atlanta, 

Now, turning to the 1912 report of the 
city mazistrates, page 69, we find that the 
total fines collected through New York's 
eleven police courts, in 1912, was $169,281.50. 
The amount collected through Atlanta's po- 
lice court, the same year, was $83,298.30. 
Th other words, in a city thirty-three times 
Atlanta's size the fines amounted to only 
twice as much, The total fines in 1903 and 
1906, in New York, did not equal Atlanta's 
police court fines in 1912. A further exam- 
ination of New York's report shows that 
{ts police courts enjoy an identical juris- 
diction with Atlanta's, to wit: Over cases 
of disorderly conduct, intoxication, idling 
and loitering, violations corporation ordi- 
nances, violations city sanitary laws, cruel- 
ty to animals, and speeding and other viola- 
tions of the highway law. Except in two 
of these classes, cruelty to animals and 
highway violations, did the fines ever exceed 
$10 each. 

These are just plain facts. The answer 
cannot be that New York is a more orderly 
community than Atlanta, and hence occa- 
siong less arrests and higher fines, And in 
Previous articles the figures quoted prove 
that the reason is neither the negro, nor 
prohibition, nor the vice crusade. Whatever 
may be the other reasons, there is one out- 
Standing, namely, the absence of any stand- 
ard. by which the man on the beat may know 
when he Is expected to make an arrest and 
when not. He is left to his individual bias 
in no other matter, but subjected to a dis- 
cipline that leaves him but a single choice 
in the performance of his duty. The gen- 
eral rule to make an arrest, whenever there 
is reason to belleve a given individual has 
violated the state law or a municipal ordi- 
nance. {s too general to be worth much In 
practical affairs If this were enforced 
strictly Atlanta would be one big calaboose. 
Nearly all men fall short of the letter of 
the law. Should all men be arrested and 
arraigned as criminals? 

To Keep the Peace. 

The business of the police is to keep the 
peace. Their vested authority to make ar- 
rests is incidental to that purpose. Its ex- 
ercise Is not an end, but simply a means. 

Atlanta needs an inquiry office as part of 
its police establishment. There is no limit 
to the possibilities of its usefulness, but 
one thing It can do, and that {s to stand- 
ardize the question of arrests, to give uni- 
formity to the exercise of this power. When 
that Is accomplished, the police will be free 
to give more time to the apprehension of 
more serious offenders and the police court 
will be at Mberty to examine more thor- 
oughly into cases brought before it 

With the lessening of arrests, the tremen- 
dous pressure under which the recorder 
works will be relieved and the individual 
will stand forth, with his merits and demer- 
its clearly marked out, each to receive more 
nearly what each is dt

I am unable at the moment to put my 
hand on any document giving the history 
of the great seal in detail. However, I once 
made & study of the subject and will state 
what I recall from memory: 

The present great seal was adopted in 
1799, conourtent with the constitution of that 
year. Before that year we had several great 
seals, one, T believe, during the Colonial 
perind. another during the revolution and 
another between the recognition of the state 
by Great Britain and the constitution of 
178%. The figures on one side of the seal, 
that is the one not constituting the coat of 
arms, I believe, came down in the main from 
the Colonial seal and were designed by 
General Oglethorpe and his associates. Tt 
might be interesting to note that one of them 
refers to the silk Industry which the foun- 
ders 0 @the colohy hoped to—and did to some 
extent—develop. The coat of arms, in part, 
if not wholly, were adopted in 1799. There 
has been some dispute among historians as 
to when the present seal was adopted, and as 
to why the figures 1799 appear thereon, But 
this to my mind was cleared up recently 
when Governor Brown found among the 
possessions left by his brother, Julius Brown, 
A copy of an old newspaper published at 
Louisville, Ga, bearing the date of that 
year. In which there appears an advertise- 
ment calling for designs for a great seal. 

No Change Since 1799. 

The seal has undergone no change since 
1799, and, I believe, though as to this I am 
not certain, even the same physical seal, 
made of silver, is still In use. It is a pend. 
ant and has to be done in wax, the only 
one of that character, so far as I know, 
now used by any of the states. It is badly 
worn and the impressions made from it are 
very indistinct. 

The great seal has been through a great 
deal of history. Perhaps the most conspicu- 
ous Incident happened during the reconstruc- 
tion era, when Secretary of State Barnett 
refused to recognize the reconstruction gov- 
ernment and fled with it. The story is told 
that It was buried in a hog pen on the Bar- 
nett farm and remained there until an elect- 
ive government was established. My recol- 
lection is, however, that the secretary of 
state's seal was so hidden, and that Barnett 
took the great seal out of the country with 
him 

If more detailed information s| 
desired, it can be obtained from L. ioetiare 
compiler of records, whose office is at the 
capitol. He is out of the city for the pres- 
ent, or I would have conferred with him 
before writing this.

No doubt 
Arnold believed that the possession of the 
Hudson, with the foothold the British had 
gained {n the south, would-apeedily termi- 
nate the war in their favor, and that he 
would be the here of the hour. 

While Arnold was playing traitor to his 
country, Andre was simply doing what any 
soldier would have done, trying to ald his 
country ‘through the treacherous American, 
Arnold escaped, but Andre was captured. 
Was he betrayed? Was a supposed Ameri- 
can tory responsible? The conference be- 
tween Arnold and Andre, on the night of 
the negotiation of the treason, lasted until 
So late in the morning that Andre was 
forced to remain hidden at the house, of 
Joshua H. Smith, a gentleman tory of the 
neighborhood who had undertaken for Arnold 
the business of communicating with the 
English ship which was to convey Andre 
safely back to New York, and which lay 
off the shore in the Hudson. . 

While Andre and Smith were breakfast. 
ing, they saw that this vessel was being 
fired on from Croton Point, and as soon as 
she could get under way she dropped sev. 
eral miles down the river. Smith professed 
to be unable to supply rowers to take Andr 
Such a distance and Arnold arranged with 
him to guide the British officer by back 
Toads to White Plains. : 

Soon after sunset on the evening of Sep. 
tember 22, 1780, Andre,+Smith and a col- 
ored servant crossed the river at King’s fer- 
ry. It was their intention to proceed to 
White Plains during the night. They hed 
reached Crompton, where they were stopped 
and Andre's pass examined at the headquar 
ters of Captain Ebenezer Boyd. Boyd was 
suspicious, a fact that did not escape Smith, 
It was at this point that Smith's rash act 
led to the capture of Andre, either beca 
te had relented his traitorous act or was 
afraid of becoming implicated. He advised 
the stopping at a tavern nearby, though 
Andre, restless both in body and mind, wes 
for pushing on without delay. Smith car- 
tied his point, however. If Andre had pto- 
ceeded that evening as he desired, he would 
probably have ended his journey in safety.

Cows are constitutionally op- 
posed to beine milked on any other 
than the righthand side. 

“[ would not like to take issue with 
Mr. Gregg,” said Dr, Peter F. Bahnsen, 
state Veterinarian, “but I am inclined 
to think that his experience with cows 
has been rather limited. In fact, I 
rather suspect that the cow which he 
milked In his youth on the lefthand 
side was a dreamland cow rather than 
areal one. If she were not, then she 
was the most accommodating animal 
of her Kind that I ever heard of. I 
would lke to make her acquaintance. 
I have seen very gentle cows in my 
time, some who would ‘stand for all 
Kinds of amateur milkers and regard 
them ‘with an indifferent air of con- 
descension as long as they confined 
their experiments to the right side. 
But once they tried the left—well, I 
would rather not think of what might 
happen to the portly form of Mr, Gregg 
when he tried that experiment.’ 

Terrell Wants to Learn. 


The only man at the department of 
agriculture who could not give an 
opinion from experience was Ed Ter- 
rell, the junior of the department. Mr. 
Terrell said that he had never yet tried 
the milking game and knew mighty 
little about it but as he expected to 
be married at an early date and set- 
tle on a farm, he was anxious to 
learn. From what he heard from the 
experienced hands at the game, how- 
ever, he did not think that he would 
start out milking cows on the left side, 
Certainly he would not, before he had 
taken out a nice sum of life insurance 
in favor of—well he did not say, but 
from the way Doth he and his col- 
leagues in the office laughed, they all 
must have known whom he had in 
mind, :

Temporarily Blocks Shutting 
Off of Electricity to Central 
Avenue Church. 


, Judge John T. Pendleton, of the pu- 
perior court, signed a temporary re- 
straining order late Thursday against 
the Georgia Railway and Electric com- 
pany and City Electrician Turner, re- 
straining them from shutting off the 

jectric current being supplied the Cen- 
tral Avenue M. E. church. The petitioner 
in the case is the Cotton States Elec- 
tric company, represented by Attorney 
Aldine Chambers. 

The court, at his home, set the hear- 
ing for a permanent injunction for 
November 28. 

Attorney .Chambers declared last 
night 2 

“I went to Judge Pendleton’s home 
late yesterday afternoon and the judge 
signed the restraining order. The order 
also restrains the Georgia Railway and 
Power company and Turner from shut- 
ting off current on any other job com- 
pleted by the Cotton States Electric 
company, which hag been completed re- 
cently and where the current has been 
turned on. 

“I am making no ‘campaign’ against 
Turner. I am simply representing my 
client to see that the Cotton States 
concern gets ita just deserts. 

“The Cotton States company wired 
the Central avenue church some time 
since. A week ago the current was 
turned on there by order of the city 
electrician, Thursday he rescinded his 
order, but was blocked by the order 
signed by Judge Pendleton.” 

City Electrician R. C. Turner notified 
the Georgia Railway and Electric 
company not to supply current to the; 
Central Avenue M. E. church yester- 
day efternoon. The action of the city 
electrician was based on an inspection | 
of the wiring installed in the church | 
by the Cotton States Electric company. 

The city electrician said that he is 
preparing to bring cases against the 
electric company before Judge Broyles 
in accordance with instructions issued 
to him by the board of eleatrical con- 
trol. City Attorney James L. Mayson 
rendered a decision in which he de- 
clared that Turner was not authorized 
under the code to revoke the license of 
the company, but that he could bring 
cases in the police court and could re- 
fuse to grant any more permits until 
the defects in the wiring are repaired.

RESULTS OF THE TESTS 
CF GRADES OF COTON 


Washington, November 20.—The de- 
partment of agriculture today an- 
nounced the results of fests as to the 
waste, tensile strength and bleaching 
qualities of the various grades of’ cot. 
ton established by the government 
About 120 bales were used in the ex- 
periments, ten or twelve of each grade. 

The two classes of cotton, western 
Jupland and Atlantic stat upland, 
ylelded a visible waste of sligntly dif- 
ferent weight and character, the aver-

less from that of the Atlantic states 
upland. 
The statement from the department

“The value of the visible waste trom 
the various grades has yet to be deter 
mined, but from its character there ca 
be little doubt that the valuation fig- 
ures for the waste of the two classes 
of cotton will be approximately equal, 
weight for weight.
